Others came to the ante-chamber, in- 
cluaincr Cardinals Satollt and Semflno 
Vannutclli, but they-did not press for 
ailmission to the sick room.hoinp awuris 
of the doctors' earnest wish to afford 
the uatient every opportunity of avokl- 
nrc exertion anil mental effort. 
During the day thePopc took a slight 


amount of nourishment. Through the 
morning- lie was quite restless,-shifting 
uneasily on bis bed, and complaining of 
being unable to secure un easy position. 
Later he became drowsy, and during 
the afternoon had some sleep. The as- 
sembling of tho doctors at 5:30 o'clock, 
two hours before the usual time, was 
not due to any alarming turn in thu 
Pope's condition, but through thn wish 
to thbrcnichly 
KO over every detail of 
the situation. The moderate-tone of tlw 
bulletin which followed 
tho visit gave 


an assurance that the patient's condi- 
tion was practically unchanged, while 
the fact 
that the depression of his 


strength had not Incrca&vd afforded a 
sligh't note of relief. 
This evening HisIIoliness complained 


of a slight uneasiness at the chest, but 
that he has not yet completely Riven 
up hope was indicated by his remark 
that he expected the oppression of his 
chest to prtss'nft In a few days. During 
the day the Pope drank a few drops of 
the healing waters from tiie shrine at 
Loiirdcs. several bottles of which, were 
sent to this Vatican by the French bish- 
op In whose see Lourdes is situated. 
A local paper gravely announces Hint 
from tho moment Pope.Leo swallowed 
the water an improvement in his condi- 
tion became apparent. 
The doctors are wcllnlgh- exhausted 


with their unceasing care. Dr.

poni, in particular, spends bis 
entire 


nights as well as days in the sick room. 
Just before midnight, his wife, wishing 
to see him, went to the Vatican. She 
was taken to a corridor near the sick- 
room, where she saw her husband fnr 
a few minutes.
